The principle of the Dies will be understood from the cuts and explanation below. 


The cut shows a Die and Guide taken out of the Stock, also the sauie taken apart to show the mechanism. The cup-headed screw on 
the right holds the halves firmly together, while the size is regulated by the wedge-shaped screw' on the left, 
the whole being clamped in the elastic stock, same as in the " Lightning ’* Plates.

The capacity of this Machine is, for Bolts aud Nuts, 1/4 inch to 1 1/2 inch, and for pipes, j/ 8 inch to 2 inch. Any crooked or 
odd-shaped pieces may be threaded without straightening. The engraviug shows a 1/2 inch staple, held in the chuck. The spindle 
is hollow, and bolts of any length may be cut. Bolts and nuts, say 3/4 iucli and under are rapidly done, with the gears out, by the 
handle on the balance-w r heel, in which wheel, moreover, the crank may be placed w'heu desired For large work the gearing 
multiplies the direct force of the crank at the side of the Machine between six and seven fold, and the arrangemeut is such that, the 
Die being run sufficiently far on the work, the gears may instantly be tlirowu out and the Die whirled swiftly back off the thread by 
means of the balance-wheel. 

Extra steel dogs are attached to the Chuck to secure large smooth pipe which might sometimes slip iu the jaws. 

The oil poured ou the work is drained into a basin uuder the Chuck aud can be used agaiu. 

The remarkably great rauge of this Machine — it being equally excellent ou very large, very small, crooked or straight bolts 
(with nuts), aud on pipe — must make it a favorite.

FOR LIGHT ATVJD MICDIUTVC WORK. 
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This machine will bend accurately and easily tires from the lightest to )£ inch thick by 3 wide. The circle to be made is fixed 
by means of a right and left hand screw, operated by the hand wheel acting equally upon the two lower rollers. The rollers are 
3 inches wide. The upper roller is faced with steel and milled to insure the regular feeding through of the work. It is powerfully 
geared, and two cranks may be used if desired.
